In a brief .filed in the supreme 


court today, U. S. Solicitor Gen- 
eral Thacher urged the court to 
sustain Capone's three year prison 
sentence and fine of $10,000. 


He declared that Capone's con- 


tention that the government in- 
voked a law against him which in- 
tended for another class of offend- 
ers is groundless. Capone's indict- 
ment charged with falsely repre- 
senting his income in a letter in 
which he offered to compromise a 
tax assessment of $4,065.75. 


Although Capone claimed he was 


virtually bankrupt,

ment said in its brief that he de- 
posited 51,815,840.08 in banks dur- 
ing a period of five years and four 
months prior to April 2, 1929.
